Conetitution  of  the  Club^ 


The  British  Empire  Club  was  formed  in  1910  to 
create  a  social  centre  of  the  Empire  for  the  pro- 
motion of  good  feeling  and  mutual  intercourse  by 
giving  facilities  for  the  introduction  as  Temporary 
Honorary  Members  of  Visitors  to  the  United 
Kingdom.  Each  Member  joining  the  Club 
undertakes  to  be  loyal  to  His  Majesty  the  King 
and  to  do  all  within  his  power  to  advance  the  best 
interests  of  the  British  Empire. 

The  property  of  the  Club  is  vested  in  the 
British  Empire  Club,  Limited,  and  this  Company 
undertakes  all  financial  responsibilities  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Club. 

The  Profits  made  in  working  the  Club  will  be 
used  as  follows  : — 

(a)  In     paying     dividends     not      exceeding 

4  per  cent,  per  annum  to  the  Share- 
holders of  the  Company. 

(b)  In  providing  a  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future 

development  of  the  Club  ;  and 

(c)  The  surplus  in  creating  a  fund  to  be  devoted 

to  any  object  of  a  non-partisan  character 
in  which  the  welfare  of  the  Empire  is 
concerned.

1.  The  Club  House  shall  be  opened  at 
8.30  A.M.  and  closed  at  2  a.m.  the  next  morn- 
ing, except  that  if  there  should  be  no  Mem- 
ber in  the  Club  Rooms  at  i  a.m.,  the  Club 
shall  then  be  closed,  and  all  lights  in  the 
Club  Rooms  turned  off.  No  Member,  unless 
he  is  residing  in  the  House,  nor  any  guest, 
shall  be  admitted  after  the  doors  are  closed.

Members  are  allowed  to  introduce 
guests  at  any  hour,  subject  to  the  Bye-laws 
of  the  Club,  and  shall  be  answerable  for  the 
good  conduct  and  behaviour  of  such  guests 
subject  to  Rule  No.  IX. 

7.  All  Visitors'  names  shall  be  entered 
in  the  book  kept  in  the  Hall  for  that  pur- 
pose. Visitors  on  arriving  at  the  Club  shall 
remain  in  the  Hall  until  met  by  the  Member 
for  whom  they  may  enquire.  No  Visitor 
shall  be  allowed  to  use  the  Club  Rooms  unless 
accompanied  by  a  Member. 

8.  No  Paper  or  Placard,  written  or 
printed,  shall  be  put  up  in  the  Club  without 
being  previously  initialled  by  the  Secretary. 

9.  Smoking  is  permitted  in  all  parts  of 
the  House  except  the  Reading  Room  on 
the  ground  floor  and  the  Dining  Room. 

Hall. 

10.  No  luggage  can  be  allowed  to  remain 
in  the  Front  Hall.  To  prevent  mistakes  in 
forwarding  letters,  &c..  Members  are  re- 
quested to  furnish  for  entry  in  a  book  kept 
by  the  Hall   Porter  for  that   purpose  the 
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addresses  to  which  they  wish  their  corre- 
spondence sent,  and  also,  if  possible,  the 
period  for  which  such  entries  are  to  hold 
good. 

11.  The  Address  Book  is  not  open  for 
inspection.  The  Hall  Porter  is,  moreover, 
directed  not  to  give  the  address  of  any 
Member  unless  authorised  to  do  so. 

Coffee  Room. 

12.  The  general  arrangements  for  the 
Coffee  Room  will  be  found  on  the  Bill  of 
Fare. 

13.  Complaints  relative  to  cooking,  wine, 
or  matters  connected  with  the  table  must 
be  written  on  the  back  of  the  Bill,  or  made 
by  letter  addressed  to  the  Secretary.  The 
Cashier  has  orders  not  to  allow  any  deduc- 
tions to  be  made  from  the  Bills. 

14.  Complaints  arising  from  any  other 
cause  must  be  made  by  letter  to  the  Secre- 
tary. 

15.  The  conduct  of  a  servant  shall  in  no 
case  be  made  a  matter  of  personal  repri- 
mand by  any  Member. 
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i6.  No  dish  which  is  not  priced  on  the 
daily  Bill  of  Fare  for  the  day  can  be  ordered 
after  5  p.m. 

17.  Members  who  have  ordered  Dinners, 
&c.,  must  pay  for  the  full  number  ordered, 
unless  the  order  is  countermanded  at  least 
three  hours  before  the  time  for  which  they 
were  ordered. 

18.  Members  must  not  take  away  Coffee 
Room  Bills. 

19.  Members  not  residing  in  the  Club 
must  pay  their  bills  at  the  tables  or  at  the 
desk  before  leaving  the  room. 

20.  As  a  matter  of  convenience  Members' 
cheques  to  the  extent  of  £$  may  be  cashed, 
but  no  individual  Member  can  exceed  this 
amount  current  at  any  one  time. 

Smoking  and  Reading  Rooms. 

21.  The  newspapers  and  books  of  re- 
ference supplied  to  these  rooms  are  not  to 
be  removed  therefrom. 

22.  Chess  is  allowed  in  these  rooms,  but 
not  cards.

Billiard  Room. 

24.  The  Billiard  Room  is  open  from 
II  A.M.  until  the  closing  of  the  Club,  but 
should  neither  of  the  tables  be  in  use  at 
I  A.M.  the  room  will  then  be  closed. 

25.  The  Printed  Rules  and  Bye-laws 
kept  in  the  Billiard  Room  are  to  be  the  sole 
authority  in  all  disputes  that  may  arise,  and 
the  decision  of  the  Marker  on  any  special 
point  is  to  be  final. 

26.  The  loser  pays  for  the  game,  except 
in  Pool  or  Sweepstakes,  when  each  player 
pays.  Members,  however,  playing  with  the 
Marker  pay  for  the  game.  In  all  games 
played  with  the  Marker,  the  latter  must 
start  from  scratch,  unless  he  be  conceded 
points.  The  Member  whose  name  stands 
first  on  the  slate  (provided  he  be  present  in 
the  room)  shall  be  entitled  to  the  table.  No 
Member  can  claim  the  table  unless  to  play 
with  a  Member  of  the  Club.

Game  of  50  points,  6d. 

Pyramids  :  6d.  a  game,  two  players  ; 
3^.  for  each  additional  one. 

Snooker  Pool :  15.  a  game,  two  or 
three  players ;  additional  cues 
after  three  players,  4^.  each. 

Pool  :  IS.  a  game,  two  or  three 
players ;  additional  cues  after 
three  players,  ^d.  each. 

27.  All  games  must  be  paid  for  before 
the  players  leave  the  room. 

28.  Members  are  requested  not  to  throw 
money  on  the  cloth,  and  not  to  sit  on  the 
table.  The  Marker  is  instructed  to  call  the 
attention  of  Members  to  any  breach  of  this 
rule. 

29.  Any  Member  who  may  happen  to 
cut  the  cloth  will  be  charged  one  guinea. 

30.  The  table  cannot  be  engaged  by  a 
Member  for  more  than  one  game  of  100 
points,  two  games  of  50  points,  or  two 
games  of  Pyramids,  after  any  other  Member 
has  signified  to  the  Marker  his  wish  to  play, 
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except  by  special  permission  of  the  Com- 
mittee. Three  or  more  players  desiring  to 
play  Pool  take  priority  over  any  claim  to 
the  table  for  Billiards  or  Pyramids. 

31.  Members  are  requested  to  indicate 
their  desire  to  play  by  entering  their  names 
on  the  slate  provided  for  that  purpose. 

Card  Room. 

32.  Visitors  shall  be  allowed  in  the  large 
Card  Room.  Only  Visitors  who  have  dined 
in  the  Club  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Card 
Room  after  7  p.m. 

33.  No  game  of  chance  shall  be  allowed 
in  the  Club.  Baccarat,  Trente-et-quarante, 
Roulette,  or  allied  games  are  expressly  for- 
bidden. 

34.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  play 
on  credit  be  allowed  in  any  game. 

35.  The  charge  for  each  player  shall  be 

IS. 

36.  Members  calling  for  fresh  cards  shall 
pay  2s.  a  pack  in  addition  to  the  above 
charge. 

37.  The  Card  Room  waiter  has  strict 
orders  to  give  a  receipt  to  each  Member  for 
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card  money,  which  must  be  paid  before  the 
players  leave  the  room. 

38.  Light  refreshments  only,  such  as 
wines,  spirits,  tea,  coffee,  sandwiches,  &c., 
can  be  served  in  Smoking,  Reading,  Bil- 
liard, and  Card  Rooms. 

Bedrooms. 

39.  No  Member,  unless  by  special  per- 
mission of  the  Committee,  can  claim  to 
occupy  a  bedroom  for  more  than  one  week, 
after  which  he  is  liable  to  be  called  upon  to 
vacate  it,  should  it  be  applied  for  by  another 
Member  ;  but  in  the  event  of  there  being 
no  application  the  Member  in  occupation 
shall  be  at  liberty  to  occupy  the  room  from 
night  to  night. 

40.  Bedrooms  cannot  be  definitely  en- 
gaged more  than  one  week  in  advance  ;  but 
all  applications  for  bedrooms  will  be  con- 
sidered in  their  order  of  priority  of  applica- 
tion. In  the  event  of  there  not  being  a 
vacant  bedroom  in  the  Club,  the  Hall  Porter 
will  endeavour  to  secure  a  room  in  the  im- 
mediate vicinity,  provided  the  applicant 
states  his  willingness  to  accept  the  alternative. 
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41.  A  Member  receiving  notice  before 
10  P.M.  that  his  room  is  required  must  vacate 
it  by  I  P.M.  the  following  day. 

42.  A  notice  placed  on  the  dressing- 
table  shall  be  considered  as  having  been  de- 
livered to  the  Member  occupying  the  room. 

43.  On  an  application  being  made  for  a 
bedroom,  the  Secretary  will  give  notice  to 
the  Member  longest  in  occupation,  who  is 
liable  to  be  called  upon,  to  vacate  his  room. 

44.  A  Member  failing  to  take  possession 
of  a  room  before  i  p.m.  on  the  day  following 
that  for  which  he  engaged  it  shall  forfeit 
his  claim  to  it,  and  shall  be  required  to  pay 
for  one  night. 

45.  An  occupant  must  give  notice  to  the 
Hall  Porter  of  his  intention  to  vacate  his 
room  before  i  p.m.  on  the  day  of  his  de- 
parture, or  he  will  be  required  to  pay  for  it 
for  that  night. 

46.  A  Member  shall  not  take  to  his  bed- 
room any  newspaper  or  book,  the  property 
of  the  Club. 

47.  All  applications  for  bedrooms  must 
be  in  writing  to  the  Hall  Porter. 
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48.  Tea,  Coffee,  Cocoa,  and  Chocolate, 
Bread  and  Butter,  or  Toast  can  be  served 
in  the  bedrooms  without  extra  charge. 

49.  Bedroom   charges,   5s.    a   night,    in 
eluding  bath  and  attendance. 

50.  Extra  charges  : 

Fire  in  the  morning,  6d. ;  lire  in  the 
evening,  6d.  ;  fire  all  day,  is.  6d. 

Breakfasts  served  in  bedrooms,  charge 
IS.  extra. 

51.  All  accounts  must  be  settled  weekly 
or  before  a  Resident  Member  leaves,  if  he 
leaves  before  the  expiration  of  the  week. 

Bath  and  Dressing  Rooms. 

52.  Servants  of  Members  are  to  wait  in 
the  place  appointed  until  their  services  are 
required  in  the  Dressing  Rooms. 

53.  Luggage  of  any  kind  brought  by  the 
servants  of  Members  into  the  Dressing 
Room  is  to  be  taken  away  immediately  after 
use. 

54.  Servants  of  Members  are  not  to  go 
into  any  other  part  of  the  House  but  the 
Dressing  Rooms  and  Bath  Rooms.

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55.  No  servant  of  the  Club,  other  than 
those  specially  engaged  for  that  purpose,  is 
to  be  employed  to  clean  clothes,  boots,  or 
shoes,  or  act  as  valet.
